The Knickerbocker Intellect — Seaside 
Hotels— Increase of the Great 
Metropolis—Some Presidential 

Points. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, March 17.—Tais city is crowd- 
ed with spring buyers, stock operators, min- 
ing adventurers and fresh emigrants from Eu- 
rope. The hotel accommodation is insutti- 
cient in New York, and loud complaints are 
made that so many hotels should be going up 
on the adjacent®ea- beaches rather than in the 

.actual mart. Everything points to anall- 
summer business in New York, which. can 
now take care of fifty thousand to one hun- 
dred thousand people nightly on the various 
ocean fronts, send them up to town by 9 
o’clock and deliyer them back to Neptune in 
forty-five minutes. This is an incredible 
thing to the population of any other metropo- 
lis. Americans require occupation even at 
pleasure, and cool sleep at night tempers the 
hottest day’s toil. Rockaway bar or spit, 
which has a _ surf strong as Cape 
May, 18 now receiving « a hotel 
1,200 feet long. Even at Montauk 


Point, the eastern tip of Long Island, a large 
pieasvre hotel is rising. New York people 
and al) rational-minded peoole like to be in 
the jurisdiction of this State in the season of 
pleasure, where the laws are genial and their 
administration exercised with a sense of host- 
sbip. 
4 KNICKERBOCKER PILILOSOPHY. 

The State environing ux, New Jersey, is of 
such asurly and partial treutment of stran- 
gers that it has recently been losing nearly all 
its city lodgers. New England, with admira- 
ble mathematical institutions, has never 
reached a plane of worldly sense to popularize 
her like New York. This large State attaches 
Yankeesto it, widens them and makes them 
men, though I bave my doubts as te whether, 
with all his careful habits, the New England- 
er’s brain weighs as much as the Middle State 
and Western man’s. His sublime economy 
and inquisitiveness give him insignt and 1n- 
crease and yet leave a very irregular and crot- 
chetty individuality. In New York nobody is 
excited by any other populace’s behavior. A 

‘flexible temperament plays around the solid 
Knickerbocker brain. Ue is moved to 
Jaughter more than indignation by what he 
hears and his theaters and opera, clubs and 
fine women surround his life as the rubber 
cushion receives the charge of repellant 
billaard balls. Moved by some high act of 
outrage or destructiveness, the old New York- 
er goes right to his pocket without a word 
and says: **How muca is required to set that 
fellow down?” The young people about him, 
confident that the funds are not to be stinted, 
go out to do the ‘‘setting.’’ The very ex- 
citements- here are cushioned with amuse- 
ments, and the man ruined at2 o’clock by his 
friend is sitting in his parlor at 9 arranging 
for a tresh start over champagne. 

Not being a native nor bred in New York, I 
gee these things without any vanity; auy- 
body of healthy observation recognizes them 
soou after coming here. There is no attempt 
at a fixed public spirit, nor at 
certain traits of mind or _ behavior 
New York. Nobody tukes youup. Boston 
fashion, toask you what you think of our 
city, or if you have beento see Professor Em- 
erson, or the frogs on tue common. Youare 
supposed to have common sense eye3, appetites 
and car fare in New York, and nabody 
compels you to render an account for thém. 

lt ww, like Paris and London, the only sial- 
lar places, no refuge for the penniless. Ir- 
resisiibly everything is putto mard<et here, 
and, like stocks of bankrupts, sold at the tirst 
bosrd. DBeusutv, virtue, address, innocence or 
tu ents are forced to liquidatiou. Women be- 
cémemen in undelstandiny, or marry, or go 
under: amateurs are passed Dy or pressecl ine 
to utility men. 

But the extreme solidness of some commun- 
ities, as Chicago, or San Francisco, does not 
mark New York. It is a knighily dollar that is 
worshipped bere, one sent afar on occasion 
or able to rest at periods, not ever alert 
like a_ silver scalper or _ pickpocket. 
The arts like New York, and often lose their 
robustness by staying around here,like Ameri- 
cars in Paris. 

PRODIGIOUS GOTIIAM INCREASE. 

Most other people but these philosophic, 
complacent ones wouid settle down under a 
foreign political domination and be ruled by 
lodges of Irish with hairon their teeth and 
‘slways ‘‘agin the Guvermint.’? Butitis so 
preposterous that it makes the Knickerbock- 
erluugh. ‘‘Ah!’’ he says, with his eves full 
of genialtears, “Pat isa great citizen! Let 
us drink his heaith!’’ 

New York is almost the only American city 
which does not wish to grow. ‘The census is 
next tua subject of indifference, because the 
more people who inhabit this narrow, limited 
area of island the greateris the individual 
cost of rent, food, theater tickets and church 

ws. Notone citizen in three can tell you 
the last known population of New York, 
though it was 1,041,886 by the State census of 
1875. It is now not less than 1,209,000 within 
the municipal Jimits. Brooklyn, in anoth- 
er county, has 550,000. the Westchester settle- 
mentto our north 100,000, and the cities of 
Newark, Jersey City, Paterson and Richmond 
300,000. The metropolitan district contains 
2,000,000 people. ; 

We are also the funnel of New England and 
at the end of the tube of the Hudson. There 
are 6,000,000 of men who can do half a day’s 
business in New York City, get breakfast and 
sup at home. Competition was distanced 
here by nature when she made Long Island 
Sound, the Hudson, the Passaic and Raritan 
all flow into New York Bay; the British oc- 
cupation of New Yorkfor seven years would 
have ruined any other site, as it ruined New- 
port in two. | 

In 1790 New York county had only 33,000 
people to Albany’s 76,000. Though blockaded 
allthe period of the war of 1812, the city 
emerged from it with 100,000 people and by 
1830 had-over 200,000 and has doubled since 
1850. New York has now the populations of 
St. Louis and Chicago and San Francisco 
together on its island, and from the two op- 
posite shores a Cincinnatiand a Boston looxk- 
ing out. 

There hover inthe air above it, spiritually 
more visible than the Frenchman’s monument, 
the sword of Washington, the steam pipes of 
Livingston and the spade of De Witt Clin- 
ton. 

BANISHED FROM NEW YORK. 

Here was the last evacuation of the new 
republic by the King’s troops. With them 
went the old oftice-holding race of respecta- 
bles and Toriesto dream of another metropo- 
lis, never to be, onthe cliffs of Nova Scotia. 
W hat was the expatriation of the Acadians to 
that? 

Behold the gentles, belles and escuires of 
New York embarked on many vessels, mov- 
ing down the mountain-framed bay, never to 
see itagain. The gorgeous ensign of Eng- 
land, like the petticoats of one of King 
George’s discarded mistresses, is literally 
being kicked out of the harbor. And yonder 
comes in sight on the Bowling Green that 
confectionery toy, the New Yankee flag, and 
4 small boy, full of the 
devil, climbs a greased pole like 
an insect and sects it free. Puff-be-hang coes 
offthe cannon, and every exile’s eyes are dim 
with tears of shame. The King of Little Bri- 
tain is New York-less. 

The best families of New York are now dis- 
mal, blue-nosed Halifaxers and New Bruns- 
wickers. The Morrises, Bayards, Rivingtons, 
had to go.In came the bone-pickers and dog- 
skin-buyers, like the Astors, the lot-peddlers 
and cow-herders like the Goelets, the oyster- 
yakers, like the Vanderbilts, and still Heaven 
did notsrpout!~ There was a slight rupture 
between the Houwe of Brunswick and Hea- 


en. 
. Never in peters did the Eng'ish race aud 
crown lose a gem like New York bay.,Gibrattar 
is @ ere bawk’s nest to it. Thirty yearsjafter- 
ward the thieving race and King were at work 
to repiace it wiih New Orleans, the otacr

In the rapid series of physical events which 
were evolved at the outbreak of the civil war, 
the greatest was the march of the Seventh, 
the favorite militia regiment of New York 
for the seat of war. Ifithad not furnishe 
six hundred officers afterward to the National 
Government, still its mere parade down 
Broadway, going to Washington, was 4 preg- 
nant event; for itcommitted the riches, the 
credit and all the innumerable races of men 
in this metropolis and their brothers across 
the sea, the grand emigrating army which 
was to filland ever fill the wasted ranks, to 
| the imperial cause. The war had gone out ef 
the hands of politicians into the hands of 
meichants, and the Hanseatic league of the 
whole eurth became pledged to the American 
Union. 

NEW FIGURES ON A CITY. 

You probably thiak thas New York is a city 
preponderatingly of foreign birtn-rights; but 
no; the Americans sre most numerous. They 
have 650,000 to about 450,000. In 154) there 
wee 237,000 Americans to 185,000 foreigners. 
The Irish potato rot, tne failure of the revolu- 
tions of 1848 on the Vontinent,and more fre- 
cently the bard times, ofticial dishonesty and 
tadpole snobbery in Canada changed the 
ratio. 

Nir are you aware how homogeneous Is the 
American- bora population of New York City. 
Out of about 596,800 native people 537,000 
were born inthis State, and 438,000 of taem 
uponthe Isand. Therefore, there is more 
than a man to aman living on his native clod. 

There live 200,000 native Irish and 175,000 
native North Germans, or  Kaiserists, 
upon Manhattan Isle; so that they 
would neutralize each other if the Irish were 
all Democrats and the Germans all Republi- 
cans. We have also 38,000 English, Scotch 
and Canadians. In these figures t take no 
estimate of Brooklyn nor the inhabited places 
adjecent. Most astonishing of all, there are 
oniy abouc 6,000 Americans enumerated in 
New york City bornin other States. This 
shows that people do not emigrate from New 
York City, they nor their children, and 
that the business here is evenly done by the 
city’s natural increase,aided by foreign labor. 
We have but 7,000 negroes in the whole city. 
There is a strong desire here among our pev- 
ple for Chinese todo household work. The 
political opportunities of our Irish population 
here have ruined the women for servive. 
When Pat is a magistrate, Biddy refuses to 
take orders. es 

The impression prevails that this is a 
great Catbolic city. Letussee. It has about 
sixty Catholic churches, 170,000 members and 
$11,000,000 of real estate and buildings. Com- 
pare this with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in New York City proper, with its 
75 churches, 52,000 mem Jers and $15,000,000 
of property. ‘he Methodist Church is not 
relatively strong in New York City, having 
but 45 churches and 10,000, members, 
though here isthe oldest Methodist church 
edifice in this country. New York is too joy- 
ous for the Methodist discipline. The Pr2s- 
byterian Church is very rich here,having >3,- 
(00,L00 of church property, and the Dutch Re- 
formed or New York old Dutch Calvinistic bas 
21 churches. The Yunkee denominations are 
weak here, there being only five Congrega- 
ticnal churches, and almust within sight of 
Connecticut, and only three Unitarian; but 
we have J) Baptist churches.

Wizard vs. ’Bus Conductor, 
| From the London Globe, March 2.1] 


Mr. J. N. Maskelyne ( Maskelyne and Cooke) 
yesterday explained toa numerous assembly 
at the Egyptian Hall a full-size model of his 
patented apparatus for checking the fares paid 
by passengers in omnibuses; tram-cars, etc., 
the fruit of many months of patient labor. 
The apparatus is simple, dtrrable and inex- 
pensive. ‘ith ita journey may be divided 
into any number of stages and any smount of 
fare may be charged over any portion of the 
journey. The merit claimed for it by Mr. 
_Maskelyne is that it protects both the public 
and the proprietors against fraud. The ma- 
chine may be briefly described as consisting of 
a disk about l2inches in diameter, rotatin 
by clock-work, and a ticket receptable dividec 
into a number of compartments correspond- 
ing with the number of stages of the journey. 
Before each journey is taken a sheet of paper 
is placed upon the discupon whichis printed 
thiee concentric circles and radial _ lines 
indicating minutes. The box is filled with 
tickete. Uponeach is printed the stage at 
which it is issued, as well as the fares to the 
end of the journey. The conductor is unable 
tocetat the tickets until he moves the first 
compaltment of the ticket-box and each move- 
ment of the box causes a lever to press upon 
the dise and perforates the paper in the center 
circle, thus indicating the exact time at which 
such movement was made. By means ofa 
very simple mechanical arrangement of the 
steps every person entering the vebicle causes 
asecond lever to perforate the disc in the 
outercircie, and upon leaving the vehicle a 
third lever perforates the disc in the inner 
circle, thus registering the exact time at 
which a passenger entered or left the vehicle. 
The number of tickets issued must correspond 
with the number of perforations, and at the 
end ofthe journey an inspector can readily

Weaver was called after the brave old pio- 
neer of the samename. In ‘‘early days’’ it 
was the liveliest camp in Yavapai and yet pro- 
duces considerable gold. 

-Peck District is called for the discoverer of 
the mine of the same name, E.G. Peck. Its 
marvelous richness has been the wonder of 
the Territory. The discovery was made in 
June, 1875. 

The Tiger was so named by an irrepressible 
old pioneer, who, in 1870, located the mins 
which has giver its name to the district. It 
was the first silver miae of prominence lacated 
in the county.

alker District is named in honor of the 
old prospector and explorer, Captian Joe 
Walker, who led the firsc party of white men 
into the wilds of Northern Arizona in 1863, 

The Tip Top was baptized and discovered 
in the spring of 1876. ‘The name has proven 
to be no misnomer, fer, althoug the youngest 
of our districts, its yield of bul/ion hag been 
equal to any, and its prospects ivr the future 
are bright, indeed. 

Mr. Marshall, the discoverer of gold in 
California, is, in his old age, a pensiouer on 
the bounty of the people of the Siate, which 
to him, more than to anything else, owes its 
greatness and prosperity. 

Comstéck, the discoverer of the wonderful 
mine which bears his name, ended his life in 
poverty and privation in the wilds of Mon- 
tana,and notevenasimple headboard marks 
the last resting place of the man whose dis- 
covery has added so mucato the wealth and 
luxury of the human race. oe 

Colton, the discovery of the Bovtial lode, in 
Colorado, which has yieleded miliipns of dol- 
dars, is passing the evening of his days on a 
little ranche onthe Platve, where he is barely 
able to make a living. 

In our own Territory, the discovery of sgme 
of our leading mines have not reaped the re- 
ward which their industry deserves, as wit- 
ness the Tiger, Tip Top, Peck, Vulture and 
many others. Generally, itis not the pros- 
pector, but the man who come after him, who 
receive the benefit of bis toil and enterprise. 


THE BONANZA KINGS. 


Sketches of Mackay, Flood and O’Brien 
—Wealth of the Consolidated Mines. 
(Cer. Chicago Tribune. ] 


Undoubtedly Jno. W. Mackay is the wealthi- 
est gentleman upon the Pacific Slope. His 
wealth is variously estimated at from $15,000,- 
0CO to $25,000,006. He came to San Francisco 
and for several yearsremained comparatively 
poor. He is now the largest owner in the 
Nevada Bank and in the Consolidatzd Virginia 
mines. He spends most of his time in Virginia 
City, Nev. His office isin the branch of the 
Nevada Bank established in that city, although 
he spends much of his time about the mines, 
concerning which he knows every detail. A 
thousand men in Virginia City wear better 
clothes and put on more airs than Mr. 
Mackay does. #verybody speaks to him and 
be speaks to everybody. I think he could be 
elected Senator from Nevada by merely an- 
nouncing his desire for an election. He keeps 
an Open house and goes around with an open 
heart. Hisrecent individual contribution of 
$10,000, and the contribution of $25,000 
from the bank in which he is chief owner, for 
the relief of the poorin Ireland, are only a 
trifle compared with his donations for chari- 
table purposes during the past few years. 
There is an orphanestablishment in Virginia 
City, caring for and educating the orphans of 
that sectiow’ of Nevada, to which he has for 
years beenaconstant contributor. On his 
return to Nevada, some weeks ago, one of the 
Sisters in charge came to him and told him of 
their necessities, and the poverty to which 
they were reduced. He wasin a hurry, but, 
without ceasing his work, directed his man- 
ager to immediately send the institution a ton 
of flour and ten tous of coal, saying the mo- 
ment be get a little leisure he would go down 
and see what else they needed. 

Col. Fair, like Mackay, lives mainly in Nev- 
ada near the mines, giving his personal atten- 
tion to their development. Hes a quiet, un- 
ostentatious man who says but little, but does 
a great deal of thinking. He is an Orange- 
mun, With no love forthe Irish. The outside 
world hus never beard as much of Col. Fair 
as of the other Bonanza kings, but his ability 
is appreciated by the people of the Pacific 
Slepe, and bis judgment and executive ability 
are recognized by the other members of his 
firm. 

©’Brien is dead. Hewas the Mark Tapleyv 
of the Big Bonanza, and no man ever found 
him out of patience. I never beard his name 
spoken except with evident affection. He 
left over $10,000,000 at his death. 

The remaining member ofthe firm, Flood, 
has generally lived in San Francisco, with 
headquarters at the Nevada Bank, and it is to 
his genius that much of the successof the 
capitalists of the bank is due. He is really 
the financial man ofthe consolidation, and 
with powers that would have placed him in 
the front rank as atinancier had he lived in 
New York instead of San Francisco. He has 
much of thst reserve of manner’ which 
thoughtful men usually possess. He is eal- 
culated to be much more popular in San 
Francisco thanin Virginia City, where the 
branch bank is located. His ways are just 
suited toread and match the shrewd mea of 
the creat city, but notto meet the rough, 
bustling, and hail fellow crowd he would meet 
at the Nevada mines. 

From the men whose money is behind the 
Nevada Bank, in San Francisco and _its 
branches elsewhere, and whose hearts have 
never been hardened by success, comes #$25,- 
000, in addition to the $10,000 which Mackay 
bad already sent for tbe relief of the Irish 
00F. 

’ ‘The Nevada Bank is one of the great institu- 
tions of the world. Inconsequence of exces- 
sive taxation on bank capital under the new 
Constitution of California, it reduced ite cap- 
ital on January 1 to $5,000,000, which leaves 
on its bands a surplus reserve of $35,500,000 
invested in Government bonds. In addition, 
there stands on the books of the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington, in United States 
stocks, property of shareholders, and regis- 
tered in three names of the bank, $20,500,000, 
the aggregate of the United States securities 
held by the Nevada Bank and its shareholders.

OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


Fashions at the Hub—Poisosous School 
Rooms—The Theaters. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, March 15.—Spring millinery open- 
ings ina snow-storm are always ludicrous, 
and the unfortunate wholesale dealers who 
make their grand displays of imported head- 
gear at sucha time are never in the best hu- 
mor imaginary, especially as the answefs to 
their invitations are generally mede by those 
who come to look and who cannot be persuad- 
cd to remain to buy. 

Easter comes so early this year that of a 
necessity those wholesale firms who always 
open spring goods two or three weeks before 
the day when everybody is supposed to come 
out in new clothes—but when, asa matter of 
fact, nobody does in these northern 
latitudes—gave their first displays last 
week. And -didn’t it snow on just 
the very particular days selected, and wasn’t 
it cold and dismal, aod weren’t the streets 
the very worst mixture of snow and slush 
that ever waterproofs and rubbers and um- 
brellas waded through to attend an opening of 
summer bonnets! ae 

And to make it the more provoking, there 
wasn’t anything particular to seve after all. 
The really new styles never get along quite so 
early, and although there is much that is 
pretiy and dainty and delightfully summery, 
these are rather tantalizivg attributes when 
there is nothing in the -atmosphere to corre- 
spond. At almost any timein February 
these displays would‘have been much more 
in keeping. 

As far as can be judged from 
last week’s exhibitions, the new bonnets 
promise tobe of modest dimensione—neither 


smonstrously large nor ridiculously smali— 
though there are eccenfricities in the way of 


missing prims or missing crown. The old idea 
of a ecbip crown, with a straw lace brim, is re- 
vived. Many bonnets are very heavily beaded. 
Many chips and straws have colored threads 
interwoven, producing the favorite cashmere 
effect, and there are others in which a mottled 
etfect is given, to match dress goods, while 
yet others are of two shades ofa color in alter- 
bate stripes. Chips are shown in all dress 
colors, so a8 to match every costume, and are 
often very desirable, but as often 
very ugly. The rage for cashmere 
effects extends ever to rivbons, which are 
spotted over in contrasting colors, which do 
not alway add totheir beauty. 

The newest coloris purple in allits paler, 
delicate shades of mauve, heliotrope, lilac, 
lavender, ete., and the rich, beautiful Span- 
ish yellow known as the **Isabeila” is a favor- 
jte, especially with brunettes, who will 
revel in it.

The very systeims of 
ventilation themselves act, in Many cases, 
to increase the verv evil they are intended to 
remove, by being improperly put into the 
buildings, notably by drawing their supply of 
fresh air directly from the basement, lastead 
of from out of doors. 

But I saw something in this enterprising 
journal yesterday which caused an instant’s 
doubt of the sincerity of the paper anda new 
idex of the univers lity of the **puff’’ of to- 
day’s journalism. Inthe course ofa stirring 
articie on the topic, a certain private school 
wus mentioned by name and eulogized to the 
skies for its own perfect sanitary condition, 
with the added remark that all parents who 
can possibly afford it are taking their children 
from the public schools and putting them into 
this one.

While seated 1n the dining-room of a hotel 
the other evening, I glanced up aad saw a 
famuiiar face and tigure coming through the 
open doorway; the resolute countenance and 
brisk, well poi-ed step were those of Anna 
Dickinson, who is ‘tat home’’ inthe Quaker 
City, where she began her greatand eventful 
eareer.

Retail Prices of ‘the Various Articles 
of Daily Consumption. 


The only department at the city markets 
that presents anything like a flourishing ap- 
pearance at the present time isthat devoted 
to vegetables and early fruits. The Lenten 
season has interfered materially with the 
butchers, and also with the poultry branch of 
the markets. In additiontothat fact the 
poultry isreported very scarce, owing, in 
part to the season and .alsoto the bad condi- 
tion of the roads, which has rendered it al- 
most impossible to bring poultry and other 
produce to the city.

HARRY CHASE. 


His Remarkable Collection of Marine 
Paintings Now on Exhibition at 
Messrs. Pettes & Leathe’s. 


The name of Harry Chase is one with which 
St. Louisans, especially the art-loving por- 
tion, are very familiar, and what is more, it is 
a name of which St. Louis may well be proud. 
As a marine painter the young St. Louis artist 
has gained a most enviable reputation, and 
as his powers have not yet reached their full 
ripeness he has even a greater future before 
him. During __—sihis' studies abroad under 
the celebrated Mesdag his artistic talents 


were rapidly developed. His works were of 
such sterling merit that they were admitted 
to the Paris Salons of ’78 and ’79, dnd also 
exbibited in Lon¢eon, so taat Mr. Chase has 
not only acquired an American but also a 
European fame. The result of his past few 
years is seen in the splendid and remarkable 
collection of marines yow on exhibitioa at 
the art galleries of Messrs. Pettes & Leathe, 
and which are. to be sold at auction 
without reserve on Tuesday even- 
ing next at half-past seven o’clock. The 
artist is about returning to Europe to pursue 
his studies, and preparatory thereto he offers 
his productions to the public. They are six- 
ty-four in number, and it is a collection of 
Which any artist might be proud. Harry 
Chase’s affection has always been for the sea, 
and he has transferred it to the canvas with 
both aloving and «a master band. From the 
peaceful, placid calm to the rushing, roaring 
billows there is scarely a scene that he has not 
depicted. He isthoroughly impregnated with 
his subject; his love for everything pertaining 
to the ocean 1s unmistakable, and as a conse- 
quence bis work is a faithful reproduction of 
Nature herself. He has caught the spirit of 
the moving waters, and his waves are real ani- 
mate billows. while the depths of the unruftled 
sea are equally imbued with a “‘living still- 
ness.’’ Mr. Chase has a poetic temperament, 
and he throws over the surging of the tempest 
or the serenity of the calm a wealth 
of imagery. : Each of bis 
1 aintings is characterized by 
the same wonderful mastery of detail and the 
same careful execution and finish. Some of 
the larger canvases are splendid tributes to 
the painter’s ability, but there are some gems 
among the smaller paintings. Of his larger 
works, ‘‘At Anchor in Shoal Water,” ‘‘Eng- 
lish Fishermen’’ (exhibited inthe Paris Saton 
1878), ““Dutch Fishermen’’( Paris Salon 1879), 
*“*A Windy Day” and ‘*Fishing Smacks 
Returning to Port’? are the 
most notable. ‘*Moonlighot—Dutch Co.st,”’ 
**Alongshore,’’ **A Dead Calm’? and **Near 
Rotterdam’’ are also remarkable tributes to 
the facility of the artist’s brush. But where 
nearly ajlare inthe artist’s best style and 
where all béartbe impress ofthe same con- 
scientious labor it is needless to particularize.

**Well now, really; I don’t know what you 
can interview me about. Abandon eyour feil 
purpose and be comfortable, ana chat with 
me till I have to go on.’’

Four Lines Yield to. the Strikers’ 
Demands.

Prospect of a Coal Famine—Efforts of 
the Operators to Get Coal 
Into the City. 


This morning the strike at East St. Louis 
was ata resting point. All the men were out, 
there being not a dozen at work in all the city. 
The neighborhood of the  Re- 
lay Depot is  thronged with switch- 
men and firemen who are standing idly about 
or collected in little groups watching the in- 
coming trains and reading the accounts in the 
morning papers of their proceedings yester- 
day. The utmost good order prevailed. 
Not; one of the strikers was to 
be found in a saloon nor 


wefe any of them at all under the influence of 
liquor. They discussed the situation gravely 
and quietly and all of them seemed to be ani- 
mated with a settled conviction that they were 
right and could win. 


Interviewing the Strikers. 
The largest group was composed of about 
twenty-five men, who were on the east plat- 
form of the Relay Depot, talking eagerly to- 


gether about the situation. <A reporter ap- 
proached the knot and asked generally if 
there was anything new. ‘*Nothing,’’ re- 
plied one of the men, and ** What do you want 
to know for?’’ queried another.

Society. bs

: “tg Remarkable Prosperity During the Last 


Two Years.

Some of the Interesting Curiosities Now 
in Its Possession. 


The Missouri Historical Society is one of the 
honored institutions of the State and city, but 
the public really knows but little about its 
history or the work it has accomplished. It 
originated in 1866 through a call on the citizens 
of St. Louis to celebrate the one hundredth 
anniversary of the city. Thecelebration was 
held at the Court-house «© August 
ll, 18¢6, ~ and the society organized 
12 November following by the 
election of the following offi- 
eers: President, Hon. James H. Lucas; 
first vice-president, Wm.G. Eliot, D. D.; sec- 
ond vice-president, Hon. Wilson Primm; re- 
cording secretary, Elihu H. Shepard; corre- 
sponding secretary, Wm. H. Cozzens; treas- 


urer, Hon. John F. Darby; board of directors 

-dward Dobyns, Richard Dowling, Samuel 
Willi, James L. Butler, Silas Bent. 

The scciety went through a kind of 

REORGANIZATION 
in I87S8, previous to which time everything in 
jis possession was not worth an aggregate, of 
$500. It-had afew old rusty volumes, some 
manuscripts, a cheap picture or two and 
some indifferent archwological specimens. In 
the short period of the two years since its re- 
organizaticn, it has come into possession of 
decuments, books, relics, etc., worth at least 
$5,000... The people of St. Louis have very 
little idea what a considerable collection 
ihe society really does own. One reason of 
this is that the articles are mostly stowed away 
in a room 1n the basement of the Court-house. 

t is directly under the Probate Court, and is 
just about as lonely a place as the mortuary- 
judicial department above. The room is kept 
open simply because Mr. Oscar W. Collet 
finds it convenient to stay there. He himself 
is probabiy the most industrious and 
self-denying member of the society, and 
is always as ready to aflord any information to 
a straying visitor as if he were maunificently 
remunerated for his services. The room is 
about 50x30 feet, and is crammed and jammed 
with boxes, cases, barrels and soon,in end- 
less confusion. It is certainly anything buta 
well ordered museum. In fact, but few 
things are situated so they can be seen to anv 
advantage. Books alone take up a large part 
ofthe room. Most of these are public docu- 
ments, donated by the Government. A 
copy ofevery public document printed now 
comes to the society, as 1t is a chosen deposi- 
tory forsuch things. Most of these volumes 
are bound in ealf, and present aneat appear- 
ance. There are some miecellaneous works 
of considerable value, but the society’s libra- 
rv is notso choice as some others that might 
be mentioned. Mostofthe young ladies who 
patronize the Mereantile Library certainly 
would not tind there the desired amount and 
variety of tiction,for that finds no favor with 
the venerable delvers after facts and histori- 
cal incidents. 

THE ARCHEOLOGICAL COLLECTION 
is quite extensive, filliag two large cases, and 
contains some rare specimens. There are 700 
specimens in all, and 250 of these are of more 
toan ordinary merit. Many of them were 
vathered by Mr. Oscar Collet, and the whole 
collection has been gathered ia the last 
eighteen months. Theflint arrow and spear 
heads and the stone axes are particularly 
interesting. One ofthe tomahawks is made 
of erystalized limestone, and is a3 white as 
marble. It isthe only one of the kind known 
to be in existenee and was found in digging 
the excavation of the old Fourteenth street 
vas tank in this city. These specimens would 
excite much attention if they were putinsome 
hall or room where they could be convenient- 
examined, The society has but 
few pictures, but some of them 
were obtained under circumstances that 
make them quite interesting. A good steel 
engraving of Hon. Thos. F. Bavard graces 
the dusty wall. - It was presented some time 
since by the distinguished Senator at the 
request of Mr. Collet. Thereis the faintest 
possibility thatit mav yet be the portrait of 
1 President of the United States. There are 
paintings of Madame Chouteau, who cime to 
~t. Louis with Laclede, and of her son, 
Auguste. The Madame is _ represented 
an intelligent old lady of 
the early times, while her son shines out ina 
red French uniform. He was once the owner 
of «a large part of the ground upon which 
St. Louis is now built, and some of his 
numerous descendants now living are quite: 
wealthy. These two portraits were presented 
by Mr. Joseph C. Barlow. The finest picture 
in the collection is a steel engraving of the 
COUNT DE CHAMBORD 
of France. It was engraved by Gaillard and is 
a splendid specimen of modern art. Count 
Chambord presented it to the society himself, 
and it came about in this way: In 1878, after 
ihe reorganization of the society, it got up a 
celebration of the 205th anniversary of the 
exploration of the Mississippi River by Mar- 
quette. It was the first time the event had 
ever been observed in any public manner. 
Marquette discovered the Mississippi River, 
it will be remembered, on the 17th of June, 
i6,5, and on the 17th of July following reached 
tne Arkansas River and turned his canoe up 
stream. This last date °was the 
one honored by the Historical 
Among other things an address 
Was seht to the King of Spain and to Count 
Chambord of France, the latter being selected 
48 the best representative of the old mon- 
archy. Both were requested to send some 
memento of themselves, as eachof their 
covernments had once held sway over this por- 
oy Of the Mississippi Valley. Count Cham- 
bord responded in a short time, with a 
most courteous letter and his 
portrait, but the letter to King Alfonso 
‘cached him just before the death of his first 
Wifeandno reply washad toit until afew 
duysago, when there was received from him a 
portrait and letter by his private secretary, 
‘ount Morphy. The picture was first exhibit- 
ed tothe members of the society at the regu- 
AY meeting last Thursday evening, and the 
following letter read from Count Morphy:

During the past few years a peculiar insti- 
tution has grown upin connection with the 
stock and produce exchangesin large cities. 
These are the so-called “*bucket-shops,” or, as 
they are ambitiously termed, stock and pro- 
duce exchanges. The first of these establish- 
ments was opened in. St. Louis about 
two years ago, and to-day there are 
four of them running here. Dealing 
at the “*bucket-shop”’ is confined principally 
to railroad stocks, grain and provisions. Of 
course, these transactions partake largely of 


the character of gambling. Noneof the ar- 
ticles are really bought or sold, und it ®& really 
a speculation upon tke rise or fall of the mar- 
ket. These institutions derived the name 
‘*bucket-shop” from the fact that all the bar- 
gains made through them were for small 
quotations quantities, or, as they were wont to 
bay, 
A **BUCKET- FULL.” 

All that is necessary to fit out one of these 
exchanges is the telegraph tickers, which are 
placed there for a consideration by the West- 
ern Union Company and by which the quota- 
tions are wired tothe exchange. ‘The trans-‘ 
actions are limited; for instanee 500 
bushels of grain is the minimum, 
and 20,000 bushels the maximum quantity al- 
lowed to be bought or sold; 25 to 500 barrels 
of pork; 25 to 250 tierces of lard, and so on. 
These *“*bucket-shops’’ thrive and doa lucra- 
tive business. They are thronged daily by as 
many as onethousand persons, and 100,000 
bushels of wheat are bought and soldon an 
average daily in each concern. That is to say, 
bought or sold metaphorically, for, as stated 
above, the patrons of these speculating marts 
do not dream of ever delivering or re- 
ceiving the articles in which they deal. There 
is considerably more speculation going on in 
these pucket-shops than is usually imagined, 
and all classes of men indulge in the 
exciting pursuit. The modus operandi 
is about as_ follows: Suppose the 
current quotation for wheat is $1 20 per bush- 
el. A man is anxious to speculate and the 
market is rising. He is therefore what is 
termed “‘long.’’ He puts up what is called 

**4 MARGIN,’’ 
that is the amount of money he is willing to 
risk. He orders the **bucket-shop” to pur- 
chase say 1,000 bushels of wheat on his ac- 
count, and he hands over $10. That 1s what is 
called a margin of one cent per bushel. 

The **bucket-shop’’ proprietor derives his 
income from a commission on these transac- 
tions. On wheat it is one-fourtb of a cent per 
bushel, excepting one concern, where 
only one-eighth of a cent 1s charged. 
Now suppose the next day the price 
of wheat has increased andthe quotation is 
$121 per bushel. That will be the extent of 
the speculators’ margin—one cent per 
bushel. ‘Therefore his wheat is sold and 
$10 is realized by the transaction,of which the 
investor receives $7 50 and the *“*bucket shop’’ 
proprietor $2 50 ascommission. If the mark- 
et is falling the speculator is what is called 
‘‘short.’”? He orders the bucket-shop to sell 
1,000 bushels and puts up $10 margin. The 
quotation is say $1 20; next day it falls 
The investor then meta- 
phorically delivers his gools and 
clears $7 50, while the commission is $2 50. 
The lowest margin allowed to be put up is 
half a centa bushel. Thus you can purchase 
or sel] 500 bushels at half a cent margin for 
$2 50, and if the market rises a half you clear 
$125, while the commission is $1 25. The 
commission charged on pork is_ five 
cents a barrel, and on lard two and 
a half cents a tierce. I[f a man’s margin is 
exhausted he can increase it at his pleasure. 
Thus if $10 is put up when the limitis reached, 
another $10 may be added to it if the specula- 
tor so desires. 

RAILROAD STOCK 

is also largely dabbled in at these concerns. 

The margin is $1 per share and you are al- 
lowed to make $2 profit. The modus oper- 
andi is the same as in wheat. Nashville 
and Chattasooga MJailroad shares lately 
fell from 128 to 831-2. Formerly there was no 
limit to the profit, and the *‘shorts’’ woulkd 
therefore have cleared on ten shares, the mini- 
mum number, for which he would have put up 
$10, $455 less commission. Cotton is another 
article dealtin. Cotton is quoted at so many 
cents and points per pound. A cent ts 
divided into what is called 100 points, 

and five points is the smallest margin allowed 
to be put up. These bucket-shops are the re- 
sult of the gambling tendency of the stock 
exchanges of the country. The middle class, 
the clerks and so on cannot speculate on 
Change in large quantities, but they have 
cought the fever and want to invest according: 
to their ability. 

The result has been the establishment of 
these bucket-shops. The four in St. Louis 
are run by Rosenberg & Co., Fred.Von Phul, 
F. B. Curtis and V. N. Wolcott. To Chica- 
gothe ‘*bucket-shops’’ first owed their ex- 
istence.

THE FOUR KINGS 


Who Convene Upon the Field of 


the Cloth of Green. 
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Card-Playing in St. Louis, From the Eu- 
chre Days to the Era of 
Polite Poker. 


That every able male white citizen under- 
stands the national game of poker is a postu- 
late about which there can be no manner of 
discussion, and that every lady in the land has 
some excellent working ideas upon the sub- 
ject is another point that can not be gainsaid. 
Fifteen or twenty years ago the staple card 
games in Missouri and St. Louis were euchre 
and seven-up, neither of them very interesting 


or very scientific games, but adapted to the 
capabuiities of the feeblest intellect. An even- 
ing Visit to any respectable house ia the city 


where there were any old folks to be amused 


was quite sure to culminate in ona or the oth- 
er of these games, piayed only for love, forthe 
good old-fashioned folks considered that even 
the smallest stake rendered the game gamb- 
ling. The only thingever played for might 
be something like theater tickets or cans of 
Oysters, pounds of candy or other in- 
ocuous valuable, and no doubt 
the young ladies and gentlemen 
of 1860 felt themselves delightfully wicked 
when they thought over what they were doing. 

Euchre and seven-up, however, graduaity 
became too slow for the more rapid belles and 
beaux of the post-bellum days. Ordering it 
up and going it alone forthe fun of the thing 
was voted stupid, and the mental strain nec- 
essary to save one’s jacks and ten-spots was 
generally figured up to more than pay for the 
pleasure arisfhg from jacks and ten- 
spots saved. So the trim games, 
like the old. Pagan religions 
at the dawn of Christianity, wandered 
out into country fastnesses, and 
there they now resist the march of civiliza- 
tion allthey can. Inthe vacant niches occu- 
pied by these two alleged amusements soon 
appeared other gods, Casino and Cribbage, 
the latter an excellent game which requires a 
polite education before one can master its 
elements, a bewildering combination of errant 
fifteens and inscrutable double runs. It is 
an old game and has all the features 
of old games, especially their 
notorious intricacy and bewilderin 
exceptions to general rules. Cribbage ha 
quite a run, though, some ten years ago, and 
every stationer’s window bristled with queer- 
looking boards with holes in them, but it too 
died after a while. Society thought, and 
thought rightly, that one might as well put 
the same intellectual effort upon the acquisi- 
tion of aforeign languege oranew science. 
This accounts for the number of people speak- 
ing German and French in St. Leuis. 

CASINO 

was opentono such objections. You put 
your cardsdownand youtook other cards 
UP» and there you were. Some erudite 
player wassure to recoliect whether it was 
*-cards’?’ or **spades”’ that counted three, and 
it really mattered very little whether he was 
mistaken or not. Casino was, andis, an es- 
sentially languid game, adapted tothe sick 
room and the formal evening visit of Charles 
to Belinda; nobody ever «quarreled very 
fiercely over casino, nobody could ever man- 
ege to excite himself about sweeps or 
An fl and casino at last died-tired _as it had 
ived. 

Inthe interregnum which followed the ab- 
dication of these alleged amusements 
the awful youth who performed 
tricks with cards took up the card-table and 
insisted on making himself the cynosure of 
all eyes. He always insisted on vbreaklug up 
tete-a-tetes to huve one draw a card, and one 
would take weariiy the card) which was being 
palpably forced upon themin orcd®r to find 
surcease of sorrow. This nuisance at last be- 
come so utterly intolerable that society banded 
itself together for the suppression of the 
young-man- who-plavs-tricks-with-cards,and 
after several of these young and engaging v res 
had life mace a bvurdento them this also, 
like other terrestrial ills, ubated itself, and 
peace was restored in many families. 

It was about this time that the artistic neo- 
genesis broke outin tbe country, and every 
parlor became surcharged with effects in 
green and gold, uncomfortable sofas, alleged 
easv Chairs and improbable furniture with 
singular names and undetectable usages, and 
hand in hand with pre-rapbaelitism in other 
walks of life came pre-raphaelitism in card 
playing. Bezique was the Messiah ofthe 
new movement, With its impossible combina- 
tions and its inexplicable numeration. 

But bezique soon gavé place to chivalric 
quadrille with allits combinations of spadille 
and manille and its singular usages of the 
ace ofclubs. Quitea numberof antiquated 
games were revived at this times., Loo and 
others of that ilk, and ecarte. as a courtly 
foreigner, hada briefrun. For alittle time, 
also, Dom Pedro, an excrescence on the game 
of seveh-up, was to be seen in every wWell- 
regulated house, but there was nothing like a 
general game which one was sure 
of tinding everywhere. Some people 
even went backto euchre and casino, and 
others educea alotof genuine fun from the 
game of ‘‘impudence,’”’ which might be play- 


‘ed with broken maiches as well as cards. 


| POKER. 

The time was coming, however, when the 
absence of anational game would no longer 
be a reproach to America. The game of pok- 
er had for years been the peculiar property of 
gamblers and blacklegs, sO much 
£0 that a prudent youth eXx- 
hibited his prudence in. direct ratio 
to the amount of ignorance of the play which 
he exhibited. Itis only withinthe last two 
years that poker has became a polite institu- 
tion and has friends who will raise their 
voices for it in public places. It combines all 
of the requisites of a successful game, steer- 
ing clear of the Scyila of intricacy on the one 
band or the Charybdis of too much 
simplicity on the other. Since poker 
has had two or three important ad- 
ditions "made to its rules, that is the 
fixing of alow limit, two bits or fifty cents, 
beyond which the bettor cannot be raised,and 
with a one-cent ante and a party of about six, 
a more interesting way of spending an even- 
ing cannot be imagined. Society has grasped 
this fact, and as a result almost every parlor 
inthe city bas its little box of chips and its 
full poker deck, and it has become possible 
tu spend an interesting evening in the compa- 
ny of iadies, combining the fascinations of 
gamblingand of bright eyes at the same time. 
One very rarely loses more thon adollar or 
two, and in the long run one neither loses nor 
gains. Itis estimated by those who know that 
at least eight hundred games of poker are be- 
ing played in St. Louis every night, which, 
with an average of four persons to the game, 
would show twenty-four hundred people who 
know how to enjov 
rationally, and as there are few who as more 
than once a week itissafeto say that there 
are over fourteen thousand contirmed poker 
playersin the city, with constant accessions to 
their ranks. 


A FAITHLESS PRIEST. 


Keeping a Retail Liquor Shop in a 
Holyoke Church. 
!From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. | 

The city loses one of its liquor dealers, and 
the French Catholics are probabiy permanent- 
ty relieved of an unpopular priest, by the 
sudden departure of Rey. A. B. Dufresne for 
Canada. Dufresne, it will be remembered, is 
the priest whom the Superior Court in this 
city last fali mulcted in $3,400 for breaking 
up Hackman Joseph Parker’s business by or- 
dering his church members not to deal with 
bim. There have been stories afloat for some 
time that Mr. Dufresne was selling liquor by 
the quantity from barrels kept inthe base- 
ment, and a few days ago some one, who was 
sure that he could get evidence enough to 
back up the charge, informed Deputy 

llector R. ; Robinson, of 
that the. priest. was _ selling 
without a Government license. Mr. Robinson 
went to Holyoke last Thursday, found a record 
at the freight office of four casks which ar-

rived for Dufresne in December, discovered 
the expressman who tovk the stuff to the 
church, and then visited Dufresne. At first 
the latter cenied selling and even having re- 
ceived any liquor. But when the ofticer told 
him what proofs he bad; and that he would 
txke him to Boston for trial if he did not set- 
tie, the priest paid for a United States licanxe 
and also thesum charged for the amount 
previously sold. Mr. Robinson told him that 
Le was, Of course, still liable to the city for 
bis illegal action, and early Friday morning 
he left for Canada. The facts are now in the 
poesession of the police, and they propose 
to bring Dufresne before the courts if he 
returns. Hebas considerabla real estate 
in the e:ty, but it al! Stands in another man’s 
name. There are said to be quite a number of 
persons who are ready to testify that they have 
bought liquor of Dufresne. He kept his 
stock inthe same roomin the church ba:e- 
ment in which he had his juvenile school. 
Dufresne hes been disliked by a large part of 
his congregation ever since the famous trial. 
There bas been an assistant priest at the 
church for afew weeks, and he told the con- 
gregation that every man must be present af- 
ter morning inass the Sunday after Easter, as. 
the bishop would be there to try to settle the 
question of dividing the parish and sending a 
new priest. The bishop has been of the opin- 
ion that Father Dufresue has done a great 
deal of good in Holyoke, and that his oppo- 
nents have persecuted him. He received a 
letter Friday from Dufresne aunouncing that 
be was going to Canada fora few days. This 
new development is a great surprise to Bishop 
O’ Reilly, who says that if the case is as it ap- 
pears he, of course, cannot suield the priest.

The Farmer’s Accounts. 


Farmers do not use pen and pencil enough. 
‘The farm work is not conducive to good pen- 
manship, and when one comes in at night af- 
ter a hard day’s work of gathering corn or 
hauling wood or, what is worse, handlin 
stone, bis hands feel as rough as graters ao 
each digit is an independent quantity, and they 
cannot work together on so smaliathing as a 
pencil or penholder. Their prehensile power 
is good for the handle of a pitchfork or a 
grubbing-hoe, but it cramps them to hold the 
pen. We have felt the weariness of the crip 
when trying to propel a Faker No. 2 after 
holding the plow all day. 

Yet each day on a farm bas its history. 
Business has been transacted, crops planted or 
harvested, animals bred or sold, tools bought 
or repaired, obligations made or discharged, 
all of which must be kept in memory or re- 
corded ina book. We have more faith in the 
book than in our memory. Wedo not think 
Plato was right when he-taught his disciples 
to commit everything to memory and not to 

aper. 

. Lasures in accounts saves many dollars, 
much time. and promotes honesty and good 
feeling. The man whose accounts are at 
loose ends can not always tell whether he is 
making or losing. He can not be sure whether 
his methods of farming and of feeding stock 
are paying or not. Atleast he can not tell 
withsufticient accuracy to be sure that his 
methods are the best he cando. The man 
whois negligent in keeping accounts not 
only loses many opportunities for making 
where now he 1s losing, but he surely loses 
the comfort and peace of mind that 
correct accounts bring one. Then, too, the 
man whofrom year to year keeps careful 
accounts is forming good habits, and each 
year becomes better postedin his business, 
and quickens his mind and fortifies his judg- 
ment. His methods of doing business im- 
prove, and he understands himself and his 
business. Heis protected if a large meas- 
ure against the tricks of sharpers. The 
tricky mechanic and merchant will be more 
carefu}to have their accounts with him cor- 
rect in every detail. The overreaching ship- 
pers and rascally agents will not attempt their 
ways that are dark and tricks that are vain 
on the man who is habitually accurate in his 
accounts and ready with figures. provided 
he has ripened his experience ‘and judgment 
by attention to his calling. 

We bear many farmers complaining that 
their business don’t pay, and that after they 
had paid their accounts with the merchants 
and mechanics in the village they had nothing 
left. We have heard men with 
on a farm which did not cost over $3,000 utter 
such foolish complaints. Some are born 
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grumblers. We 
now; but there are farmers who are makiag 
more with their capital fvurfold than the 
merchant or the manufacturer whom they 
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é tradesman who, with a capital of $3.- 
(CO, can comfortably support a large family 
and send his children to school, and take an 
occasional airing in the country, has a good 
business. To do this he must make no less 
than 20 per cent on his capital. Few do that. 
and thousands not only fat! to make enough to 
tupport them, but lose all. About 95 ver 
cent of the merchants in our country fail 
sooner or later. ho, few are the exceations 
of business men who have couducted business 
successfully forty years. 

Until recently it was the exception when an 
old farmer failed. - The failures that have 
come to the farmers as a class caine frum dabd- 
bling with stoeks, or getting into wheat evr- 
ners, or meddling with some sharper’s pu- 

er that they knew nothing about. It was aa 
llegitimate operation, outside of farminy 
proper. If every farmer in the land will this 
year keep his name off of bis specalating 
ie and will keep a strict account 
with bis jurm, andthe cost of running it, 
he will find that he is not worse off than the 
men who livein grand style in great cies and 
krow hittie or nutbivg of comfort. 

When the complaining farmer strikes a bal- 
ance with his business. ne charges to the farm 
ull he has paid for the piano bought the 
daughter, the watches, buggies and harness 
tought fur the boys. the money paid the 
p:eacher the teacher and the doctor, and the 
-ddition built to his house jor barn, and the 
half mile cf new fence of ditca made, as 
well as the costof ta&bor, seed, repairs 
and newimplements and ifterest oa mucey 
emp!oyed. 

‘The merebant, wishing to know the result 
of his vear’s business, takes un inventory of 
unsold stock, of available accounts, of money 
on hand, after paying his rént, his clerk hire, 
his discounts, insurance and incidentals of the 
store, but does not include jn his business ac- 
coubt the jewelry and dry goods, and ecar- 
riages and horses, upholstery and pianos, tine 
cutlery and glass, etc., which so often eat up 
profits aud principal. The latter are family 
expenses. Now if the farmers wili discrimi- 
nate between the legitimate farm expenses 
and family expenses they will geta clearer 
idea of what the farm i- doing forthem. fhe 
farm may be doing a good business, but the 
family expenses may be greater than the in- 
come of the farm. In sucha case the trouble 
is not with the farm; it is with the family. 
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Culture of Potatoes. 


A New York farmer writes to the Country 
Gentleman: For the benetit, perhaps,of some 
of your readers, I give you my experience in 
the culture of potatoes. Of the preparation of 
the soil I deem it unnecessary to speak. I 
think, however, sofaras concerns the econ- 
omical use off manure in potato culture, the 
most available method is to put a good-sized 
forkful on the tep of the hill after planting. 
It tends to keep the moisture inand about the 
roots and young potatoes, thereby hastening 
their growth before drought can affect them 
very badly. I have bee&{Y{ growing over 2) 
varieties for several years. I have quite a 
nuinber of the old varieties, Which wefe grown 
some thirty or forty years since, and while 
some retain their original s1ze and flavor, manv 
have very much deteriorated both in size and 
quality. I have generally planted them on 
rather lightsandy loam. Some fifteen varietes 
have for quite a number of years produced 
larger and better potatoes than the remainder: 
so last year I selected and grew those in larger 
quantities. .While there are quite’a number of 
varieties thet are good, I regard the Early 
Monsee, the Early Ohio, and Brownell’s Beauty 
as three of the verv best quality. Some few 
others varieties will produce a larger quantity 
than either of these three, yet they are decid- 
edjy inferior in quality. Forearly market 
gardening, lfthink the Early Ohio has no supe- 
rior, ifan equal. itis as early in ripening as 
the Early Rose. but far ahead in cooking 
quality. While the Rose or Early Vermont is 
still wet and scggy when young, the Early Obio 
cooks dry and mealy and has withal an 
exceedingly fine grain and is a fine flavored 
potato. In fact, it has been such a favorite of 
mine fronr the beginning that [' have always 
preserved and planted ail l grew (excepting 
whatwais consunel nmy fimly): ever hayv- 
ingasiurp us untiliastvesr., Ithas always pro- 
dueed far ahead ef the Early Rose with me 
but not quite up to the Early Vermont. The 
color is similar to the Rose of Vermont, with 
thee xe: pticn of 01 esma'l white spe kionthe 
outer surface about the size of a pin head. Its 
shape is much more compact than either the 
Rose or Vermont: not so)ong and larger in cir- 
cumference about the center. There are quite 
a pumber ofthe new varieties,such as the Bur- 
bank, Beauty of Hebron, Scituate, Wells’ Seed- 
ling, ete., whch I have never yet tested on my 
soil, though I expect to try them next season. 
These varieties madea iine display at our 
State feir last year. 


The Hessian Fly. 
1From the Country Gentleman. | 

There are two broods of the Hessian fly in 
eacb vear. Thetimes vary somewhat with 
Istitude and otber controlling circumstances, 
but at Greencastle, Indiana, the perfect insect, 
a small, nearly black fly (smaller than a mos- 
cuito) will lay its eggs on the wheat early in 
May, or possibly a little sooner. The egg is 
deposited on the upper side of the leaf near 
the stalk,and gradually slides down after hatch- 
ing to the bottom of the sheath of the leaf into 
the pocket fermed bythe sheato and stalk.

It chaegns 
to the pupa state and comes out in 
the second brood towards the 
endof August andin September, and lays 
its eggs in the young wheat plant near the 
reots, and remains slightly beneath the sur- 
jace till the following spring, when it comes 
out and lays egys as alreadydescribed. ‘The 
injury to the young plantsin autumn and 
winter is perceiyed by the yellow color of the 
leaves of a shoot from the roots, and the 
following summer by the bent stalk and 
»brunken head.
